GUESSING ON TERMS OF PEACE,

Madeid Paper Publishes Alleged Pro-
posnl of United States.
MADRID, June 25.—The Correspondencia
of this eity today publishes o report to the
effect that the peace conditions suggested
by the government of the United Siates in-
vlude the possession by the United States
of the Ieland of Porto Rico, the Independence
of the island of Cuba under the protectorate
of the Unlted States, the establishment of
u naval statlon for United States war ships
in the Philippine Islands and the esiablish-
ment of a coal depot for United States war
ships in the Canary islands.
WASHINGTON, June 2i.—The announce-
ment from Madrid that the United States
has suggested peace conditions, with Spaln,

pose of developing the state of public feel-
ing in America, as well as in Europe. There
Is no hasis of fuct for the report, for when
It was exhibited at the State department, it
met a prompt and unqualified denial at
eévery point.
